Some three or four weeks aco Tidrow
took a dose of Morphine that, but for
the prompt and timely efforts of friends
and physicians, would have killed him.
It wusgenerally thought at the time
that it was simply an over dose in al-
laying the pains of neuralgia; but a
fow of his friends then believed he at-
tempted self destruction, and we learn
that he subsequently told his wife that
such was his intention. Another the-
ory is that he had become a constant
drinker of intoxicating liguors; and
that while he never frequentol saloons,
he imbibed deeply whisky and some
sort of poisonous hitters which he kept
on hand in his own house. We hav-
ing always reganled Tidrow as a tem-
perance man, were ineredulous, until
told that such was the fact by his
friends intimately acquainted with his
habits, and that for the last [two or
three years he was searcely ever free
from the influence of intoxicants, We
regard the saicide of Tidrow as rather
a peeuliar case, and finding reo social or
business reason even approximating to
the ordinary or common, that so fre-

quently serve as a pretext for self des-

truction in these times, we can only at-

tribute it to & morhid condition of the

mind and system, probably superimdue

ed by strong drink, and a methodieal

monomania which led him to premedi-

tated suicide; he having gotten his

business in as good shape as he conld

before taking the last and fatal step.
The deceased left a wife and six

married.

Second, That thisallianee holds that
the railroads are jostly entitled to be
fairly remunerated for the amount of
private fands invested in their con-
struction, by charges npon freight and
passengers  transported, That such
charges should, as far as possible, be
80 adjusted as to operate equally upon
the producing interests of the country
withont diserimination or partiality.
